TOOK TO HIS HEELS. 


Minister Mizner’s Fright When 
Gen. Barrundia’s Daughter 
Attacked Him. 


Uncle Sam’s Representative Pro- 
tected by the Secretary 
of Legation. 


The Lady en Her Way te Washington—Preg- 
ress of the Trial ef the Irish Nationalists 
at Tipperary—Fears of a Revolution in 
Chili—Reported Attempt te Assassinate 
President Diaz—Frauds in the Russian

NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—The Herald’s corre- 
spondent at the city of Guatemala telegraphs 
asfollows: ‘‘I can now furnish the full story 
of the attempt to shoot Minister Mizner by 
one of the daughters of Gen. Barrundia. I 
called upon James H. Hosmer, the United 
Btates Secretary of Legation and Consul- 
General, to ascertain the real facts of the case 
as well as to gather such official data of the 
death of Gen. Barrundiaas might be obtain- 
able. Mr. Hosmer said: 

On the day following the killing of Gen. 
Barrundia on board of the Acupulco, while in 
the Legation office with the Minister, 
the servant informed me that a lady 
desired to speak with Mr. Mizner. 
The lady, who seemed to be very 
much agitated, was admitted. As she entered 
the private office of the Minister she addressed 
Mr.Mizner, asking him if he was the Minister. 
Mr. Mizner replied inthe affirmative. Upon 
hearing this reply the lady addressed the Min- 
ister in Spanish, saying she was the daughter 
of the deceased Gen. Barrundia and that he 
(the Minister) was directly responsible for the 
murder, adding that she was only a woman, 
but that it was her duty te avenge her father’s 
death. With .these words se pulled a re- 
volver from beneath the folds of her dress 
and was about to shoot the Minister, but be- 
fore her purpose could be effected I quickly 
grasped her by the wrist and wrenched the 
revolver from her hand. The Minister, how- 
ever, was thoroughly frightened and made a 
rush for the door, which he closed and locked 
behind him, leaving me alone with the in- 
furiated lady. Weremained locked up inthe 
Minister’s room until the police came and 
took the lady away. 


The Barrundia Killing. 


Crrr OF MEXICO, Sept. 26.— The married 
daughter of Gen. Barrundia, who made an 
attempt on Minister Mizner’s life, has arrived 
in the City of Oaxaca to see her mother and 
family before leaving for the United States, 
where sbe goes with a large bundle of docu- 
ments concerning her father’s murder to pre- 
sent to President Harrison. 


The Massacre in Vitu. 


Lonpon, Sept. 26.—The Zanzibar corre- 
spondent of the Times says: The report of the 
massacre in Vitu is confirmed. One German 
named Manschell escaped. The denial of the 
death of Queen Anne would be equally profit- 
able with Germany’s denial of the slavery 
proclamations. It is impossible to deal thus 
with a matter well within the cognizance of 
two communities like Bagamoyo and Zanzi- 
bar. The only question is how to apportion 
the responsibility for a course of action un- 
sanctioned by Germany or her Consul. Last 
Tuesday an Arab was publicly hanged in 
Bagamoyo for slave dealing. Ihe Arab mind 
is considerably perplexed over the action 
Germany has now adopted which cannot fail 
to clear the situation. 


The Irish Leaders. 


DuBLIn, Sept. 26.—During the trial of 
Messrs. John Dillion and William O’Brien at 
Tipperary yesterday afternoon, when a pro- 
posal was made to adjourn, Mr. Patrick 
O’ Brien protested, declaring that his time was 
heing wasted and that his arrest was illegal. 
Mr. Ronan denied the assertion, whereupon 
Mr. O’Brien attempted toleave the court- 
room but was prevented by several consta- 
bies. Mr. O’Brien then consented to give 
bail. The magistrate refused the request 
made by Alderman Dillon of Dublin for war- 
rants against Police Sergeant Kennedy for as- 
sault, but referred him to another magistrate.

Prospective Kevolution in Chili, 


New York, Sept. 26.—Senor Juan Barotti of 
Santiago, Chili, who has just passed through 
New York, was a member of the Chilian Con- 
gress and is well informed on matters along 
the Southwestern Pacific coast. 

„We are going to have a revolution in Chill 
and that before long. said he, and I would 
not be surprised if it should turn out to bea 
very bloody one. There are a great many 
people in the United States interested in Chill, 
for there is a large amount of American capl- 
tal invested down there, yet there is a phe- 
nomenal amountof ignorance afloat about our 
country and its condition just now. 
The truth is that a bitter contest bas grown 
up between the President and Congress, 
and unless prompt measures are taken to 
settle matters, bloodsbed will be the result. 
The Chamber of Deputies have passed laws 
which practically cut off the supplies of the 
Government, and the President has responded 
by taking charge of the Government moneys 
on depositin the various national banks, and 
as this sum amounts to about $7,000,000 the 
President and his advisers feel financially 
pretty safe. But the Congress will demand 
the deposit of this money in the National 
Treasury, subject to the laws made by the 
representatives of the people. The President 
isa brave man and has the army with him, 
but Congress has public gentiment almost 
unanimously in its favor. The whole strife 
would cease if fhe President would choose a 
new Cabinet, the members of which would be 
in accord with the majority in Congress. But 
the President will not do this, and before long 
the world will learn the resuit. There will be 
bloody civil strife, and be will be killed or 
driven from the country or its absolute 
dictator.’’ 


A Mother’s Terrible Grief, 


VIENNA, Sept. 26.—A horrible deed of a grief- 
demented mother was made public to-day. 
Helene Mueller, the wife of a master painter 
in Moedling, near this city, lost her only 
child, a boy 2 years old, by diphtheria, in 
February last, after an IIinbss of only one 
day. The suddenness of the death appeared 
to paralyze the mother’s brain and make it 
entirely impossible for her to realize that the 
child was dead. Of late she has devoted 
almost every hour of the day to sitting on the 
baby’s grave, holding imaginary conversa- 
tions with the dead. One morning, a week 
ago, the sexton discovered A the grave had 
been opened and the bedy stolen by the 
mother, who had taken it to her home, wrap- 
ped it in a shawl, and placed it in her trunk. 
During the day she had taken i8 out and 
caressed it and at night, while her husband 
slept, she had taken it to bed with her anden 
deavored to infuse warmth into it. 


Attempt to Assassinate Ding, 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Sept. 26.—A railroad 
official just arrived from the City of Mexico 
says that on Sept. ll an attempt was made to 
aesassinate President Diaz. It was during the 
national celebration. Hehad stepped out on 
a balcony to see the pyrotechnic display when 
he wasfired upon. Forty men are known to 
have been concerned inthe plot and fifteen 
are under arrest. The attempt ie but an ex- 
pression of the Liberals’ dissatisfactlon with 
Diaz’ leaning toward the clerical party. His 
wife had a few days before entertained the 
Archbishop of Mexico in the Presidential 
palace, the first time sucha thing has been 
done since the establishment of the Republic. 


Lived to See His Seventh Generation. 


QUEBEC, Sept. 26.—Mercier’s act providing 
that every family of twelve or more children 
shall be entitled to 100 acres of Government 
land is being largely taken advantage of. So 
far 100,000 acres have been claimed by families 
oftwelve or more children. This brings up 
the population with members of twelve or 
more children to 15,000. Some of the claim- 
ants’ families are blessed with twenty-two 
members. A farmer from Iberville states 
that his father lived to see hia seventh gen- 
eration and died at the age of 97. 


Master Tailors Organize, 


Loxpox, Sept. 26.—The master tailors of 
Great Britain and Ireland have organized an 
association. ‘*To pursue 9 defensive policy 
in regard to strikes and to prevent deteriora- 
tion in workmanship by so arranging that the 
best workmen shall receive the 
wages. On the other hand Lady Dulke, ata 
meeting of the society for the promotion of 
women’s trade union, ‘‘advises girls that if 
young men come sweet-hearting, the first 
question they should ask was did he belong to 
a union.’’ She said that at Cradleyheath, 
girls were working seventy-five hours a week 
for 60 cents. 


Sensational Shooting in Mexice. 


Ciry OF MEXICO, Sept. 26.—Enrique Cha- 
varre, better known to the reading public of 
Mexico under the nom de plume of Ju- 
venal,’’ the society and dramatic editor of 
he Monitor Repupublicano of this city, was 
shot yesterday morning through the right 
hand by Mrs. Louisa Juaregi DiCyprial, the 
widow of a wealthy Italian. The shooting 
occurred atthe Hotel Iturbide. The reason 
for the shdoting is not positively known, 
though there are seVeial contradictory ru- 
tmors afloat regarding the affair.

States having historic houses 
should be asked to place fac simiies of them 
on the ground. Mount Vernon, the home of 
Washington, would bean attractive exhibit 
and so of many other historic buildings.’’ 

These are the ideas thatthe President pre- 
sented to the Joint Committee of Grounds and 
Buildings of the directory and commission 
yesterday. The different members of the 
committees also expressed their opinions of 
what wonld make the greatest exposition the 
world has ever seen. The Ciassification Com- 
mittee held another session yesterday and be- 
gan the arrangement of the general depart- 
ments of the exhibits.

In the laws relating te national 
banks there is a section prohibiting the di- 
rectors from loaning more than 10 per cent of 
the capital stock to one borrewer. The Fifth 
National Bank through its President (Over- 
Stola) and Cashier (C. O. Orecelius) loaned 
more than 10 percent of its capital stock to 
the John Meyer Lumber Co., more than 10 
per cent to the St. Loute Planing Mili Co., 
more than 10 per cent to N. Goldsmith & Co., 
and more than 10 per cent to the Elliottsyilie 


Mills Co. 

These loans were made, accerding te the 
deposition of Cashier Crecelius, without ref- 
erenceto the ditectory by the President and 
himeelf, from time to time, and the recovery 
of damages, ifan tg Ad ia made, must be 
from the estate of the President. 

The demurrer of the executive was based 
Mainly on the assumption that the statute 
under which recovery is sought isa ewe 
statute, and the alleged wrong-doer being 
dead the penaity cannot be enforced.

G. Webster, 
and his son, Chauncey Goodrich, revised his 
dictionary, and that revision was copy- 
righted and published by George and Charies 
Merriam, the ancestors of the complainants, 
in 1847. In 1864 another edition, the revision 
of Noah Porter, was priated, and that, with 
the addition of a supplement prepared in 1875, 
enlarged in 1879 and added to in 1884, is the 
Webster's Unabridged Dictionary of to-day.

Tneee reprints were sold for one- 
fourth the price oftbe latest edition of the 
Merriams, and were largely handled by dry 
goods houses and dealers in cheap books. 

The Merriams brought suit in many parts of 
the country against the dealers in these dic- 
tionaries, claiming that the reprints of the 
1847 edition purported to be the latest edition 
of the complalnants. The reprints, they al- 
leged, bear the title Webster’s Dictionary 
or Webster’s Unabridged Dictionary, are 
printed in fac simile ot the 
complainants’ edition, are bound similarly, 
and are advertised on letterheads and circu- 
lars which bear the device of an open book 
across which are the words Webster's Diction- 
ary. All of these faete they claim lead 
purehasers of the 1847 edition re- 

nts to belle ve ey are purchasing 
he latest edition of the complainants. The 
rayer ofthe suits filed in the United States 
ourt here is that the defendants be re- 
strained from publishing and selling the re-

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The Eminent Physicians | Death Due to Eu · 
forced Starvation, 


New York, Sept. 26.—After months of en- 
forced starvation, Dr. Stephen De Wolf, an 
eminent physician, died at his home No. 189 
W est Thirty-fourth street yesterday morning. 
He was not strictly a specialists but he was 
renowned for his treatment of pulmonary 
complaints. Dr, DeWolf’s ailment was 3 
puzzle to himself and his physicians. He was 
unable to retain nourishment and was abso- 
lut@ly without an appetite for food. It is 
believed generally among the medical frater- 
nity that his disease was an extremely rare 
case of marasmus. His muscular tissue 
wasted away gradually and the wasting 
of those tissues, together with his inability to 
eat blood and muscle- making food, caused a 
diminishing of his vital powers and the de- 
Grease of his adipose tissue to such an extent 
that when he died little else than skin and 
bone remained. He was a large man in life 
and when in full health was as eee as an 
athlete in training. But with the advent of 
his disease came a decrease of his vigor and 
an aversion to muscular efforte. The first ill 
effects of Dr. De Wolf's iliness were noticed 
last April. Sound in mind and body, 
he was much sought after and had 
a large practice, and being charitable, he had 
many eleemosynary patients. He was also 
devoted to medical science, and when he re- 
cognized that his disease would cause his 
death. be dedicated his body to the causes of 
mankind. June last Dr. De Wolf bad a 
talk with hf friend, Dr. W. H. Watson. 

**T want,’’ said he, to have the nature and 
cause ef my disease determined beyond per- 
adventure. I cannot determine it myself, al- 
though I have paid more attention to it than 
even you who have been attending me. I 
have watched its progress and know that 
eventually it wlil cause my death. It is un. 
upconquerable, and death is inevitable. 1 
want you to analyze my case thoroughly, and 
if it results in any beneficent results I will oe 
happy. oe 

am to bold an autopsy to-day, said Dr. 
Watson, and then Iwill knew all. His case 
Was a rare one. He first noticed the effects of 
the disease last April. Since June last he has 
eaten little or nothing. At rare intervels he 
would take some milk ar a soft-boiled egg, but 
the occasions were very infrequent. He was 
notabypochondriac. It was a disease of the 
body and not of the mind. I will give the 
press all necessary particulars to-morrow.’’ 

Dr. DeWoilf was born in Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, in 1826.

THE LOTTERY LAW. 


Hew It Is Carried Out by the St. Louis Post- 
Office Authorities, 


‘*Since the new law affecting lotteries went 
into effect, Postmaster Hariow said, all of 
the distributing clerks in the Post-office have 
been inetructed to be on the look- 
out for papers or circulars containing 


lottery advertisements, as such are non 
mailable. It is not possible for us to examine 
every piece of mail that comes into the office, 
but we have a system that would result in the 
detection of any plan to get any considerable 
quantity of such advertisements through the 
mail, When papers are offered for malling 
the weigher opens several of them, selecting 
his sainplesatrandom. Then copies are sent 
tothe Superintendent of Mails. When the 
papers get down tothe distribution-room the 
foreman ofthe distributors selects papers at 
random and examines them, Ifapaper is 
known to be printing lottery advertisements 
regularly the distributors wiil every now and 
then examine copies mailed to see if they 
contain the prohibited avertisements. 

‘‘While these precautions are taken, I 
understand that publishers of papers which 
have hitherto contained lottery ad- 
vertisements are now omitting that class of 
advertising and all reference to lotteries 
from their mail editions, though they may 
continue to print advertisements and lists of 
— in editions intended for city circula- 
tion. 

‘*There is great danger of persons violating 
the lew recently adopted in regard to writing 
lottery advertisements without knowing it,’’ 
said District Attorney Reynolds this morn’ 
Ing. Papers that prior to the passage of 
the law published lottery advertisements 
in, violation of the State law now print edi- 
tions for mailing which are entirely free from 
reference to lotteries, while in other editions 
intended for city circulation they continus to 
—— the lottery advertisements and liste of 

rawings. ow, should any per- 
sons buy copies of such apers 
upon the streets and, desiring to send them 
to friends elsewhere, deposit them in the 
mail, they would be putting in the mail au- 
vertisements of lotteries, and would be liabie 
to such punishment as the law prescribes. 
The fact that such advertisements 
are withdrawn from the mail 
editions of papers that have 
heretolore published them immediately upon 
the passage of a law making papers contain- 
ing such advertisements non-mailabie, and 
the continuation ef the publication of such 
advertisements in city editions in violation of 
a law of the State is, to my mind, a curious 
commentary on the administration of justice 
in the State and Federal courts.’’ 


The Canadian Law. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Sept. 26.—The Govern- 
ment has learned that the Louisiana Lottery 
Co. are about establishing a newspaper in 


Canada as a medium for circulating lottery 
information throughout the United States. 
It is learned at the Department of Justice that 
the statute already provides that is is a mis- 
demeanor to advertise a lottery. The penal 
ties, however, are only 828 tor each offense 
which, it is understood, will be increased 
net session.

MONTAGUS’S FATE, 
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News From Michigan Tends te Heighten the 
Mystery—8 Sales in Haat St. Louis— 
A Belleville Barber and Saleen-Keeper 
Rebbed—A G. A. R. Post Honered— 
Court and Other News. 


The police have succeeded in ascertaining 
the place of residence of Allan Montague, 
Who, after sojourning in East St. Louis afew 
days some time ago, disappeared in a rather 
unusual manner, though inaway that left 
good grounds for the belief that he was acci- 
dentally drowned. Montague was a 
young man i probably 21 years of 
age. He came to East 8. Louis 
about two months ago in search of employ- 
ment. He applied to the captain of one of the 
ferry boats plying between St. Louis and Hast 
St. Louis, and to him he expressed his desire 
of becoming a steamboat engineer. 
The captain promised to give him a chance 
and put him at work to assist the 
fireman of the boat, telling him that by faith- 
fulendeavor he might be ableto work him- 
self up to the position he was anxious to fill. 
The young man worked steadily on the bost 
for several days and remained on the boat at 
night. Oneevening after the boat had been 
moored for the night, he disrobed and 
plunged into theriver to bathe. A fellow- 
employe on the boat watched him 
for sometime until Montague finally swam 
out into the river beyond the rangé of his 
vision. Though the boatman watched the 
river in that vicinity for some time he failed 
to gétaight of the bather again, and Mon- 
tague never returned to the boat. The next 
morning the clethes he bad left behind on the 
boat were taken tothe police station, where 
it was reported that he had deen 
drowned. Ia the pocket of his coat was 


found a certificate of discharge from the 
Miebigan Keform school at Lansing, setting 
forth that Allen Montague was the person 
discharged, and that he was 2l years old. The 
date of the discharge wes only a short time 
previous to the time of Montague’s 
coming to East St. Louis, The 
fact of his having disappeared in 80 
strange a manner was published in 
the Post-DIsPaTOCH at the time, together with 
other information, likely to bring the matter 
to the noticeof his relatives that could be 
secured, and the police expected that through 
the newspapers the place of residence of Mon- 
tague's family would be found, but as noth- 
ing was learned from that sourée Chief Walsh 
wrote to the Superintendent of the Lansing 
Reform School, This morning he received a 
reply from the Superintendent, O. A. Gower, 
who states that he has found Montague’s 
parents. They reside, he says, in Detroit 
Mich., their home being at No. 165 Third 
street.. They will be informed of 
the circumstances of their son’s 
disappearance and the few effects 
he left will be forwarded to them, but the 
Kast St. Louis authorities can give them no 
positive information asto hisfate. His body 
was never recovered, and this fact leads some 
to believe that he may not have. been 
drowned, but perhaps left the river below 
the city, and after securing an- 
other outfit of clothing struck out for 
other flelds, where he could begin life anew 
without the encumbrance of the tarnished 
name he had forever discarded by losing his 
former identity in the Mississippi River.

MURDER TRIAL AT WOODSTOCK. 


Namerous Witnesses Examined for the 
Prosecutien—All of Them Identify the 
Priseuner—The Crown Closes Ita Case 
Shortiy After Noon—The Defense Ready 
—Birchall Declares He Will Prove an 
Alibi. 


WoopsTock, Ontario, Sept. 2#.—The court 
opened this morning at 10 o’clock, and, in 
spite of sloppy, rainy weather, there was no 
apparent falling off in the size of the crowd. 
In spite of the hundreds of eyes which are 
watching and which he knows are watching 
him, Birchall disappoints them and shows no 
trace of self-consciousness. Miss East Crom- 
well of Rastwood wasthe first Witness to-day. 
She testified that on Feb. 17 she went to 
the station to meet some friends Who were to 
come in on the 8 o’clock train.

A ROMANTIC SUICIDE. 


THE SAD DEATH OF VICTOR L JOHNSON, A 
HANDSOME YOUTH. 


How the Discevery of His Mother’s Dis- 


| grace Worked Upen the Boy’s Mind 


Victor’s Leve fer a Young Girl—His 
Search fer His Father—The Family Scan- 
dal Revealed by the Tragedy. 


New YORK, Sept. 26.—Just the plain entry 
of the fact that Victor L. Johnson, a young 
man 19 years old, bad shot himself through 
the heart at 130 Hendricks street, Brooklyn, 
early this morning, appears on the police 
blotter in the Seventh Precinct Station. 
Nothing further is known there. No cause is 
assigned for the boy’s mad deed. Last night 
shortly before II o’clock he entered his home 
and went directly to hisroom. He lived with 
his grandfather, R. R. Wheeler. The young 
man spent an hour or more in his room be- 
fore he divested himself of his coat, vest and 
white shirt. Carefully unbuttoning his un- 
dershirt and turning it back so that 
the spot over his heart could de 
plainly seen, he went to a bureau 
drawer and took out a 22-caliber revolver. 
This he pressed close te his heart and then 
pulled the trigger. He fell like a log and died 
instantly. His grandfather andthe other in- 
mates ofthe heuse heard the shot and fall. 
The boy was dead when they entered the 
room. Mr. Wheeler reported the matter at 
the police station. He knew of no cause, he 
said, and he reiterated this when a reporter 
calledon him. He denied thatthe boy had 
had any trouble in his life er any love affair. 
Young Johnson had had both, however. 
When but a baby he was given 

IN CHARGE OF HIS GRANDFATHER. 
He was educated by the latter, and he grew 
up into manhood perfectly ignorant that his 
parents were living. Often he would say: 

„Grandpa, where are my father and 
motber?’’ 

Then the old man would shiftuneasily and 


reply: 

They are dead, Victer.’’ 

Well, where did they die? the boy would 
demand impatiently. But his grandfather 
never enlightened him. One afternoon about 
seven months ago Victor fell to rammaging 
among some old trunksin the attic in his 
grand father’s house. Some old letters came 
in his way and curiosity prompted him to 
open them. They were addressed to his 
grandfather andthe young man’s heart beat 
quickly and tears filled his eyes when he 
learned that he had a father in Fayetteville, 


N. O., and that the very letter he held in his 
hand was one in which the father tenderly 
inquired after the welfare of bis son. Then 
he was filled with rage at his grandfather for 
keeping him ignorant of the fact. He 
taxed the old man with it 
and * stormy scene ensued. 
Victor demanded money to eo to 
Fayetteville, and this was refused. Hereto- 
fore the boy’s allowance had been generons, 
but the grandfather cut it down to almost 
nothing in order that his grandson should not 
be able to save enough togo South. Not dis- 
mayed the boy obtained a situation in a real 
estate office and 
SAVED EVERY CENT HE EARNED. 
The money did not mount up quickly enough, 
and when one day he had eollected $300 be- 
longing to his employer the desire to go to his 
father overcame bis scrupies and he flea with 
the money. He feund his father editing a 
newspaper in the old North Carolina town. 
There his father told bim why his where- 
abouts had been kept secret. 
father told the boy that his 
was still living, and that 
he had heard of her was that 
she was stopping in EastNew York, apparent- 
ly earning aliving as dressmaker. She had 
lovers, however, and herreputation in East 
New York became such thatshe was com- 
pelled to leave the neighborhood. Several 
prominent men, it is said, were very well 
known to her. All this the boy was told by the 
father. The latter had left his wife over fif- 
teen years ago on account of her loose habits, 
and Mr. Wheeler disowned his daughter for 
the same reason. Victor came back to his 
grandfather and told bim 
ALL HE HAD LEARNED. 

Then he went to live with ex-Assemblyman 
Mortimer B. Karl. He became greatly at- 
tached to the latter’s daughter, but feared to 
tell ner his love because of the dis- 
race his mother had heaped upon 

im. Forea while he was greatiy cast 
down dy his visit to his father. His 
return became noised about and he was ar- 
rested for stealing the money of the real es- 
tate man. The money was refunded, how- 
ever, and the matter hushed up. Victor be- 
came gay after this. He obtained an agency 
inalife insurance company. This he gave 
up to become a book-keeper in a factory and 
a few days ago he had secured the agency ofa 
patent washing blue. During the week past 
he again became very despondent. Last 
night he was at Mr. Earl’s house. What 
passed there could not be learned for the 
Earl family were absent when called upon. 
At any rate he left there, went directly home 
and killed himself. His friends endeavored 
to hush his sad story up, but it was evident 
thatthe matter preyed upon the lad’s mind 
until he finally made away with himself. He 
was very handsome.

WARNING THE “BOBTAILS.” 

Several prominent Republican candi- 
dates for city offices have just been kindly 
favored with notices from the boss of 
their party machine that their names 
were not on his list and that it would be 
only a waste of time and money for them 
to continue in the race. 

This incident seems to indicate that 
theré is occasionally a boss who does not 
always keep his list open to give the latest 
and highest bidder a chance to get his 
name on it.. Such benevolent bossism 
can, when so inclined, not only save the 
‘*bobtail’’ candidates for nomination 
from wasting their time and electioneer- 
ing resources, but save the lazy American 
citizen the trouble of doing any thinking 
or choosing on his own account. 

Sometimes this machine work is varied 

by & public proclamation from the party 
boss, warning all ‘‘bobtails” off the track, 
and this is accepted by all as a notice that 
ne one need apply until privately and of- 
ficialily informed that the way is clear for 
the announcement of his name as a can- 
didate and for the ‘‘cut-and-dried” cere- 
monies and formalities of a “regular’’ 
nomination. 
Sometimes the people of both parties 
carelessly tolerate this sort of thing, but 
sometimes they rise up in their might and 
kick the machine and its nominations out 
of sight. 


A CONFESSION OF BOODLEISM. 

If there were no other arguments 
against the proposed garbage contract 
except the manner in which the bill pro- 
Viding*for the contract was passed by the 
Council, the fact that it shut off all ex- 
cept the promoters of the bill from com- 
petition in securing the contract and the 
dense ignorance of Councilmen and offi- 
cials concerning the advantages of the 
proposed arrangement the measure 
would stand condemned from a business 
standpoint. The city would be pledged 
blindly to uncertai® and dangerous 
terms. It would be an altogether foolish 
and unbusinesslike proceeding. 

To the manner in which the bill was 
smuggled through the Council, the sus- 
picious circumstances surrounding its 
passage, the identification with it of un- 
savory City Hall influences, must be 
added now the certain conclusion that 
the city would be a heavy sufferer from 
the proposed contract. As has been 
shown in the PostT-DIspatcn, not a 
single item of expense in the present 
method of handling the garbage would 
be reduced, and the city would be com- 
pelled to pay a sum which, it is estimated, 
cannot be less than $50,000, and may be 
as high as $100,000, for imaginary advan- 
tages not capable of demonstration. On 
the other hand, it is certain that the 
monopolistic contractors under the meas- 
ure would make double profits. They 
would be paid by the city for doing work 
which is profitable in itself. 

Without a single sufficient reason for 
adopting the contract, and with many ex- 
cellent reasons for its defeat, its accept- 
ance by the Council would be such a crim- 
inal disregard of the city’s interests as to

CINCINNATI, O., Sept. 26.—Though the skies a + 


are stiiliowering andthe rain falling there 
Was a fair attendanee to-day at the National 
Prison Congress in the Scottish Rite 
Cathedral. President Hayes was in the Chair, 
The first thingon the programme was the 
reading of the reportof the standing Com- 
mittee on Criminal Law Referm by Mr. 
Charles H. Reeve of Plymouth, Ind. 

Among many important suggestions are 
these: After showing the purpose and duty 
of government, and that the aim of 
the law is te aecomplish justice, 
It proceeds to show that there can be 
no liberty without government and 
ne government without order. A contract ex- 
isis between every resident and government 
that the resident will observe and help man- 
tain order, in return for protection to pe 
and preperty; and the right to liberty should 
depend on performance of the contracts. If it 
is broken by the eitizes he should ferfeit the . 
right to liberty, as a dangerous and disturb- 
ing element, and the State should per 
form its contract with the orderly cifi- 
zens by removing the disorderly and 


rendering them harmless. The tdea of pun- , 
ishment and penalties should be abolished as 
between the State and the individual except 
asa means for discipline and order in the 
prisons. The abuse of liberty should forfeits 
the riant to it, and unless the disorderly can 
be so reformed as to observe the order they 
should be shut up and servg thw State that 
protects themselves and otWers against the 
anarchy they would create 
IF LEFT AT LARGE. 

Prisons should be provided for both sepa- 
rate and congregate confinement and labor, 
and arranged so that complete classification 
of. inmates can be made—the reformable by 
themselves, and the unreformable, but non- 
vicious, and the vicious aad incorrigibie each 
by themselves. None should be released un- 
— so reformed as to be able to remain or- 

erly. 

Inquiries as to crime by ~~ ws and 
on trial under charges crime in court 
should be to discover the whole truth, as well 
to establisn inmocence as guilt. The pros- 
ecutor should be sworn as to his duties as the 
gtand-jurors are, and endeavor in each trial 
to disclose the exact truth as far as possible, 
instead of bending every energy to convict. 
So the grand inquest should ‘‘diligently in- 
quire, net onthe side of guilt only, but for 
the whole truth, for the suspected or ace 
are entitied te justice as much as every other 
person in the peace of the State, and ingu 
only as to ene side will not enable it to 
sent the whole truth, as ite oath requires. 

No ‘‘presumptien’’ should exist, t 
such as arise from established facts. 4 
presumption that the aceused in innocent 
until preven to be guilty irresistably raises 
the presumption that 

THE ACCUASTION Is FALSE; 

and the anomaly foliows as logic that the 
Sta is seeking to convict and put under 
penalties one ofits citizens presuimed to 
Innocent ofacnarge presumed to be false. 
All technicalities that obstruct or hinder 
full and free inquiry into the 
exact truth should be swept away. 
The prosecutor ‘‘wins his case’’ when, the 
truth acquits one under charge of offence as 
much as he does when it convicts, and his 
sworn duty is to try te discover the truth. If 
he acquits or convic@Win doing that, he yin- 
dicates the justice of the law, whichis his 
sworn duty. Aftertwenty-four heursof de- 
liberation the agreement of nine jurors should 
constitute a verdict. All State Boards of 
Charities should have judicial pewer and rank 
with courts. 

The idea of punishment and fixed terms in 
prison should be abolished, and arrest, con- 
viction and incareeration until fitted to go at 
large, or for life ff upfit, should be the rule. 
In the prisons, any and kinds of labor 
should be carried on that may be for the best 
interest of the State and the inmates, and they 
should labor for the 

BENEFIT OF THE STATE. 

There should bea system for identification 
of convicts, uniform throughoat the nation, 
and under national recognition as is the sur- 
render of fugitives from justice; with a cen- 
tral office to which courts and officiais in 
charge of criminals can apply for descriptive 
lists where itis important to establish iden- 
tity. Some constitutional provisions, proper 
when made but not now needed. should be 
abolished. 

Criminal laws should be plain, and so 
framed as to prevent misconstruction; and so 
formulated, published aud executed as to in- 
spire confidence and respect in the pie. 
Confidence because they embody t le- 
ments of justice, respect because when exe- 
cuted they accompiish the ends of justice. 
There are many other reforms suggested. 

The report ies a full and clear exposition of 
the objects of the law and of needed reform 
with new and original prepositions, an 
should be read in full. !

One of the liveliest disputes in which they 
have ever been engaged, not forgetting even

the famous fight for the presidency of the 
Medical Society two years ago. It is really a 
College fight, but inasmuch as it effects med- 
ical education all the physicians are more or 
less interested and they will doubtless become 
more or less involved. The meat of the mat- 
ter is the general determination which exists 
the country over to require amore elaborate 
education of the youths who are turned 
loose on the community authorized 
to XIII or cure, and having he 
a pledge of their ability a sheepskin, which, 
as the farmer said, ‘‘didn’t make a doctor of 
the sheep ez wore it, and therefore does not 
make a doctor of the young man who bears it. 
Medical men havefor a long time been think- 
ing that the course of study ought to be long 
er. It takes five years to make a mechanic, 
three to make a bricklayer, five to make a 
pDiumber, but people have consented to have 
their bones sawed and hammered and their 
arteries soldered by young men 
who had spent but two years practicing on 
On subjects and listening with more or less 
attention to lectures, It is fair, however, to 
say that the physicians themselves recocnized 
first the danger of this practice. In the Code 
ef Ethics, art. II. sec. 2, they say: 
NECESSITY OF THOROUGH STUDY. 

»The first duty of a pat lent le to select as 
his med ical advisor one who has received a 
regular professional education. Im no trade 
or occupation do mankind rely on skill of an 
untaugbt artist; and in medicine, confessedly 


the most difficult and intricate of the sciences, 
the world ought not to suppose that knowl- 
edge is intuitive.’’. 

Nor do the physicians suppose that it is in- 
tuitive. Many a ond, secure in the safety of 
self-communion, cas look over vast and fer- 
tile areas of neatiy sodded mounds, dotted 
here and there with slistening siones, and see 
in his mind’seye evidences of his earnest 
effort to acquire knowledge. The great Ger- 
man 4 hystielan whe said that he had ruined 
a hati li of eyes learning to operate for catar- 
aet, is not unique in his experience, but 
his ‘confession stands in history, beside the 
admission of the Duke of Wellington, that he 
was responsibie for the loss of a battle. There 
may be few who will make the admission pub- 
licly, but there are so many who make them- 
selves their father confessorand admit the 
sins of early days that they have cre- 
ated a general sentiment in favor 
of an elevated standard’’ of medica! 
education and rapidly State Boards of Health 
are passing resolutions in which they declare 
that after afixed time, generally 1891, they 
will not recognize a diploma granted by anv 
school which does not require a three yeurs’ 
course. The three-year men say that by 1891 
there will not be half a dozen States in 
the country where two-year dipiomas 
will be of any use. But naturally 
this movement, like every other, meets with 
opposition from those who think a change is 
not necessary; that laisser faire is the best 
' policy afterall and change only brings die- 
order. The uncertain condition of the con- 
troversy, however, places the colleges 
in a rather vexed position. If — 
college sticks to the two years 
course the student who enters thle year and 
graduates in 1892 will find himself without 
authority to practicein spite of his diploma. 
And yet many students do not want to go te a 
three-year colleze f they can avoid it, be- 
Cause the sooner they graduate the sooner 
they enter upon the practice of their profes- 
sion. 

Sr. LCUIS COLLEGES DIFFER. 

The St. Louis colieges have 
the question anu the 
which is going on between 
growing to magaificent proportions. 
The Missouri Medical College and St. Louis 
Medical College have adopted the three-year- 
course, and 80 announced to allapplicants for 
admission. The College of Physicians and 
Surgeons has clung to the three-years-course, 
and the Beaumont and Marion Sims College 
of Medicine will probably do lixewise, and as 
the students will be deeply interested, they 
have gives the matter some attention, and 
out oftheir doabt hus grower the discussion. 
Thetwo three-year colleges have said te the 
students that a general three year course 
would inevitably be required by all State 
Boards of Heaith, and that they 
were only ineuring the value of 
their diplomas by beginning it now. The 
two-year men say that the three-year col- 
leges are trying to frighten students with a 
bug-a-boo; that in 1892 their two-year diplo- 
mas will be justas good as any and that the 
older colleges in the city are seeing their stu- 
dents flocking tothe new colieges and because 
they are afraid they will lose them all they 
are ag ig te scare the young men back. The 
older colleges reply with the very logical ro- 
tort that if such was the case they would not 
tryto bring students back by making their 
college course longer and harder, but that on 
the other hand the new colleges are 
trying to get students by holding out 
asan inducement a short term which they 
know will not entitle their graduates to that 
immunity which a physician enjoys from the 
consequences of meddiing with other people’s 
lives. Sothe controversy has begun and it 
has been growing warmer and warmer, until 
it looks now as if the medical gentlemen 
— soon be involved in a very interesting

A Very Sad Stery in Which a Triffling Acci- 
dent Led te aSerieus Cemplicatien and 
Iadireetly to Self-Murder—A Carefully

Stock was a sturdy biacksmith. Of athletic 
frame, he knew no ill until about a year ago. 
A sudden strain while at work one day in his 
shop placed him in bed for a few days. When 
he returned to his employment it was to find 
that the left knee joint was slightly stiffenec. 
Tubereular inflammation set is and rapidly 
did its dread work. stock was forced to give 
up his employment, and for a few weeks tried 
famliy remedies at his home, 1863 
Madison street. Soon, however, the in- 
flammation had affected the entire limb,and a 


physician was called. An operation was per- 
formed on the member with noresult. When 
the man was admitted to the City Hospital on 
August5the kuee was bent at almost a right 
angle, the joint being perfeetiy tiff, and the 
entire limb almost rigid, so slow was 
the circulation. By this time the 
patient could not walk and spent 
the frsttwo weeks in bed. He was assigned 
to quarters in division 3, ward 1, where he re- 
ceived the best of treatment. Two weeks +4 
he was strong enough to be moved about the 
room and veranda on a wheeled chair, but 
could bear no weight whatever on the left 
limb. 

Yesterday, he was particularly down- 
hearted. While on his rounds, early in the 
morning, Dr. Dalton, as usual, spoke to the 
patient and examined his limb. Stock was 
unusually biue and could hardiy be induced 
to say a word. He was told that there was very 
little chance of saving the leg. Dr. Dalton 
advised him to submit to an amputation, 
but the patient Insisted that he could not 
endure even the thought of such an 
operation. Several of his fellow patients 
endeavored to consoie him during the day, 
but he paid them little attention, sitting on 
the side of his cot with bis face buried in his 
hands.

„Ah! Go!“ he exclaimed. 

Woll, Ihardly thought he would grant me 
permission, but had he done so, the tent 
would have zone up double qulek. So they 
think it would look like a Mexican ‘dobey,’ 
do they! The Comptroller thinks 
more of the looks of this dingy, malarial 
old rookery than of the conveniences or ac- 
commodutions of the city officiais, Iam to 
understand. Allright, let it be so. There are 
thirty-flVve men in this cubby hole, and at 
times the place is 80 crowded 
* person can not move around. 
It is not uncommon to see six deputies mak- 
ing out their reports on a small table here 
large enough for only one mar. They some 
times have to stand around waiting for a 
chance to use a pen, an ink well 
and table. The cramped condition 
of this office is an imposition on 
everyone in it and a disgrace to the city. 
There is net a Sheriff’s office in any large city 
in the United States so small, dingy and dark. 
It is separated from the courts and lawyers in 
winter time and the clerks have to 
Ro outside of the Court- house and 
come around into the cellar. Sheriffs from 
other cities have called on me on numerous 
occasions and laughed at my surroundings 
here. Visitors from out In the State are con- 
stantly calling in om me and the office is so 
dark sOme days that my friends have stood 
only a few feet from me and asked if I was in. 

‘*WhatI want will not mar the beauty of 
this old rock pile one particle. I want to put 
an office 14x14 in the between 
the two wings it 
look like from my door 
to the the basement 
ofthe other wing. It would hardly be no- 
ticed. After the City Hall is built and they 
move the Sheriff's office, they can remove the 
extension or addition. The Comptroller says 
he has ne money, I believe. I don’t think that 
is the reason he refuses to allow me 
$1,000 for the contemplated improvements 
but then Jean not say why he dees refuse. 
The bill has passed the second reading in the 
House and I am positive it will pass both 
Houses and be signed by the Mayor if the 
Comptroller will only sanction It. 

The Comptrolier has one wing of this big 
building, and has only oneclerk in it. Why 
not sive me that and take my office in ex- 
change. Itisonthe ground floor, and there 
would be no danger of the floor giving way 
under Mr. Martert, the clerk, and besides 
there is plenty of room here for one man, but 
not enough for thirty.“ 


LETTER CARRIERS’ TIME, 


A Meeting ef a Postmasters’ Commission te 
fee How It Can Be Saved. 


Postmaster Harlow leaves on Sunday night 
for Washington to attend a meeting of a 
peculiar commission. Postmaster- General 
John Wanamaker got an idea from some one 
of his many very competent subordinates. It 


is this: It every private residence that 
now faces the lettercarrier with a closed and 
locked door was provided with asafe letter 
box, allof the time now lost bythe carrier 
between ringing the bell and waiting 
for some one to open the 
door would be saved. It is estimated that 
from one-third to one-half of the carrier’s 
time is lost in these walts, and without these 
losses the efficiency of the present force would 
be increased from 331% to 50 per cent. 

Postmaster John Wanamaker appointed a 
commission consisting of John M. Oorse, 
Postmaster at Boston, Chairman; John B. 
Harlow, Postmaster at St. Louis, the Post- 
masters of Washington, Cincinnati and New 
Orleans to receive designs of convenient, 
cheap and safe letter boxes that 
might besubmitted by the ingenious publics, 
to meet and pass upon these designe and 
select the most meritorious. What will be 
done then nobedy knows. 

The ingenious public has been hard at work 
and each member of the commission has 
recelved numerous evidences of this activity. 
Mr. Harlow has a collection of over fifty 
designs that have come to him from all over 
this broad land and Canada. Many of them 
contain excellent features. Many are 
ridiculous. One ingenious young man sub- 
mitted a design of a box into which 
letters could be put, but the box would have to 
be broker to get them out. Several have 
been altogether too ingenious their models 
being designed to combine door bell, letter 
box, fire and burglar alarm and fire starter. 

Mr. Harlow will take them all with him to 
Washington and to room 42. floor D, of the 
Post- Office Department Building, where the 
other Commissioners will display their stocks

Cattle—There has been an unusually large run of 
grades of cattle from scalawag to common cattle this 
week. At the epening of the week prices were 10 
cents per 100 lbs higher than the close of the Satur- 
day before, but on Wednesday and Thursday the 
large run put prices back 10 cents per 100 Ibs, 
making them even with the close a week ago to-day. 
The aggregate sales of common cattle this week were 
much largor than they have been for several weeks 
past. On the whole prices here have been fully as 
strong as they have been any wherein the country. 
The arrival of good native butcher steers has been 
light with values strong and demand active the re- 
ceipts lacking considerable of being large 
enough to supply the trade.

Kev. Dr. Charles A. Briggs’ Views Endar- 
gering His Position. 


New Ton, Sept. 26.—Seme oppositien has 
found expression to the continuance of the 
Rev. Dr. Chas. A. Briggs as professor in the 
Union Theolegical Seminary on account of 
his views on the intermediate stage and his 
advocacy of the socalled ‘‘higher criticism.’’ 
It has even been suggested that an effort be 
made to force him to resign his place. Dr. 
Briggs has been a member eof the faculty for 
seventeen years and now occupies the chair ef 
Hebrew and cognate languages. Dr. Briggs, 
when seen at his home last evening, said he 
thought the opposition to him was partly the 
result of a misunderstanding of his opinions. 
He did not teach redemption after the death, 
as had been charged, but progressive santifi- 
cation. He was in perfect accord with the 
rest of the faculty, otherwise he would have 
resigned. The Rev. Dr. Hewacd Crosby, a 
leader of that body of Presbyterians, who are 
opposed to the Higher  criticiem’’ said: 
“*Personally I think Dr. Briggs is a most 
generous hearted, lovable, Christian man, 
earnest and honest in everything that he 
does. At the same time I regard his views on 
the inspiration of the Bible as dangerous. 
From my point of view he ought not te teach 
in the seminary, but from his peint of view he 
ig perfectly right im continuing to do so.’’

The 
body was finally buried bv the county last 
night. It is the intention of the authorities to 
prosecute the physician.

THOUSANDS COMING, 


New York Secieties Preparing for Increased 
Immigration of Hebrews. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—Urusual activity is 
prevailing among the Hebrew societies of this 
city because of the preparations for the in- 
creased flow of immigration which is about to 
pour in on this countryfrom Russia on ac- 
count of the continued persecution of the 
Hebrews there. It is estimated that where 


hundreds came before, thousands will soon 
be coming, and as most ot these people are 
poer their fellow countrymen feel that the 
demands upon them will be greater than has 
ever been Known. All the news obtainabie 
from Russia states that every tiebrew family 
which can possibly raise the price of steerage 
tickets for this country is leaving on account 
ofthe outrages that are visited on them by 
the Russian authorities... The committee which 
has charge of the Baron de Hirsch fund for 
this country, amounting to $10,000 per month, 
wiitlhold a meeting in about two weeks to 
Consider this probable increase and to take 
steps for sending the immigrants on to West- 
ern points.

It is said that the Marine’s refusal, added to 
the chagrin which his unexpected defeat in- 
voked, has usbalanced Dempsey’s career 
since the flaht, and that he has not had much 
heart to go in for gleve contests with any new 
lights of the pugilistic arena. Certain it is he 
bas refused tempting offers to meet Fitzsim- 
sims, Jack Burke, Ted Pritchard and others, 
his reply invariably being that the one idea of 
his life was to get a return match with the 
Marine before signing articles with any one 
else. Hearing that the Marine was hard up at 
Seattle, Ross Jackson, a sporting man in this 
city, wrete to him recently proposing a fight 
with Dempsey. To-day he received a reply 
which said: ‘‘Yes, lintend to give Dempsey 
one more charce, and that very soon. I will 
meet him at any place witn the same gloves 
we fought with last winuter.’’ 

News ofthe change in the Marine’s senti- 
ments will be telegraphed Dempsey, and 
these who know the Nonpareil say he will not 
allow the grass to grow under his feet while 


making arrangements to bring La Blanche to 
time. Every effort willbe made to have the 
fight in Frisco, Dempsey, before leavirg 
here, having expressed the wish to whip the 
Marine in the same ring that saw his first and 
only defeat in more than fifty batties.

Nowtheease of his style is phenome- 
nal. He pulls along in a free and easy way, 
Gips wherever the oar happens to fall, 
and finishes now here, nov there. Ile pulls 
stendily, mark you, but with none ofthe nice 
precesion which the others affect. The result 
is he rows like lightning. He rowed a three- 
mile trial at Creve Cour Lake in 18m. 47s., 
rowing to the turn ata thirty-six rate and re- 
turning at thirty-four to the minute. Han- 
lan’s rowing, with the laborious regularity of 
apendulum, could do no better than 19m. 
S28., and that at an average stroke of thirty- 
two. 

‘*I tell you there's going to bea revolution 
inthe style of professional rowing. I told 
liosmer of my belief and he agreed with me. 
He proposes to adopt Gaudaur’s style, but he 
hasn’t done it yet, and as a result he's not 
winning as he should.“ 


The Checker Champion, 


One ofthe most remarkable checker con- 
tests ever witnessed inthis country termi- 
nated last week at Providence, R. I., says the 
New York Herald. The contesting parties 
were Clarence Hi. Freemae of that city and 
Chas. F. Barker of Boston, the match being 


for a purse of $500. 


Aseries of fifteen games were played, 
Freeman opening with the black side in the 
afternoon, and Barker opening in the even- 
ing. The first victory was achieved by Free- 
men in the thirteenth game, the ‘‘second 
double corner, followed by Barker's win- 
ning of the ‘‘Bristol.’’ The ‘‘Kelso’’ was 
won by Freeman and virtually decided the 
match. 

In point of play both men were evenly 
matched, the failure of Barker being due to 
an original move by Freeman, who, in fact, 
dealt almost entirely in an original mode of 
playing. The match was witnessed by many 
ofthe checker enthusiasts of the country, 
some of whom are yet to be beaten. 

Charles H. Freeman. was vorn in Connecti- 
cut Dec. 7, 1859. He is a direct descendant 
ofthe once powerful Pequot Indian tribe and 
derives his strategic mauner of play from his 
ancestors. His father was a noted admirer of 
the board and from him Freeman obtained his 
firat lessons inthe game. He first came into 
prominence in 1881, when he defeated Chas. 
F. Barker, his presentopponent, with a score 
of 6to 2 and eleven games drawn, in Boston. 
This was his first venture from homeand from 
this time out he was acknowledged to be one 
of the first players in the country. Besides 
beating all the noted Rhode Island 
players, including Mesers. J. Hill, 
M. G. Merry (now deceased) and Mar- 
tin stewart, he had defeated such 
well-known players as T. H. Erwin and M. C. 
Priest, but was benten by the pewerful Yates 
and R. E. Bowen. Seon aiter his match with 
Barker he defeated Bowen—3 to 0 and 3 drawn. 
In 1882 he defeated Wyllie, the Scotch cham- 
pion, in Phenix, R. I., with the score—Free- 
man, I; Wyllie, 1; drawn, 1. In 1882 he de- 
feated Wylie in another match—4 to l and 15 
draws. Afterward, in 1885, he defeated Bar- 
ker a second time by s tos and 89 draws fora 
£400 purse. Ina game with Heffner in 1885, for 
the American championship, he was defeated, 
and since that date has not wade any great 
Play until the match just finished.

This fact is recognized in nearly every State 
in the Union, as is evidenced by the fact that 
laws have been passed making it a criminal 
offense to obtain accommodations at a hotel 
under faise pretenses.

ship upon the traveling public, to make in- 
quiries concerning the financial standing of 
those who apply to us for accommoda- 
tions. This state of affuirs has been recog- 
nized by nearly every legisiature in the 
country and laws have been passed wiving 
innkeepers protection commensurate with 
the risks that they have to run. By some 
means or other this law was repealed for Mis- 
dourl, and now we have no [protection at all. 
Aman cancome in and register, spend a 
week, and when hig bill is presented can walk 
away laughing at us. Even when directly 
false representations are made it is difficult 
setthe machinery of the law in motion in 
time to catch these swindiers before they 
leave town. As matters now stand, we are 
almost at the mercy of cheats. 
SOME CHANGES RECOMMENDED. 

J. H. Chassaing said: The old law was by 
no means perfect, but it was far better than 
the present condition of affairs. Under the 
actthathas recently been repealed it was 
possible to hold the baggage of a nonresident 
for an unpaid bill, and to prosecute him 
criminally if he made any false representa. 
tions. But as a matter of fact these are seldom 
made. We would empty our house ve 
quickly if we asked everyone who registered 
to explain just howthey intend paying their 
bills. What we nt ls a law, such as they 
have im other Stites, making the fallure to 
pay for accommodations received at a hotel a 
misdemeanor. At the next meeting of the 
Hotel Keepers’ Association this matter will be 
brought up, and an effort madeto secure the 
passage of a proper law. 

Wesley Austin, Manager of the Laclede, 
said: Ot course we have no protection now 
more than anyone cise, but Il believe that we 
could make it warm for anyone who 
tried to beat us. The old law was 
repealed with a rush, during the last days of 
the session of the Legislature, and it is com- 
mon gossip thata Legisiator who had felt its 
effects was instrumental lu its repeal, although 
Ido not know that this isso. We shall try to 
get a new law passed that will be even better 
than the old one. 

At the Southern it was learned that very few 
attempts to beat the hotel were made, but the 
necessity of a law tostopswindling was — 
nized. At the St. James, Hurst’s and 0

REV. W. W. EVERTS. 


Death ef the Wg})-Known Baptist Divine at 
Chicago. 


CHICAGO, III., Sept. 26.—Rev. W. W. Everts, 
the well-known Baptist divine, died lagt night 
atan advanced age. The cause of death was 
heart failure. Wm. Waliace Everts was born 
at Granville, Washington County, N. Y., 
March 18, 1814. His father, Samuel Everts, 
was a school teacher by profession, but was a 
Brigadier-General of Militia in the war of 


1812. In 1826 the family removed to Michigan. 
Two of the sons entered the ministry and one 
of the daughters became anoted missionary 
in India. Wm. W. Everts graduated from the 
Madison University in 1829 with high honors. 
Soon afterwards he was enxaged per- 
manently by the oe tas, Church at Eariville, 
Madison County, N. Y. In 1 he was or- 
dained. After completing his studies he ac- 
cepted a call to the Tabernacle Church,where 
he succeeded the noted Archibaid McKay, 
D. His efforts brought about a series of 
revivals which introduced an era of pros- 
perity never before experienced by the Bap- 
tists of that city. Dr. Everts’ health becom- 
ing impaired he went abroad, and upon re- 
turning took a 2283 at Wheafiand, Mon- 
roe County, N. T. His fame having extended 
to the West, he accepted a call to the Walnut 
Street Baptist Church in Louisville, Ky. He 
went there in 1858 and made the same success 
in the work of church extension that he had 
done elsewhere. Shortly before the war Dr. 
Everts cameto Ohicago, where be has been 
actively engaged in church work for over 


twenty years.
